At the September FBA 
Meeting | 


FBA President Robert Brewster convened 
the FBA meeting, and reported briefly on two 
summer FBA Executive Board meetings. 


FBA Vice President Holsey G. Handyside - 


reported on major events of the summer re- 
garding the Whitehurst Freeway in sequence 
of their occurrence: 


1. The establishment jointly by the ANC 
and the FBA on July 25 of the Foggy Bot- 
tom/West End Community Advisory Com- 
mittee on the Whitehurst Freeway. Mr. 
Handyside reported that formation of this ad- 
visory committee was prompted by persistent 
signals from the District Building that “the 
Mayor and his staff were going to ignore the 
interests and concerns of the people who live 


at the east end of the Whitehurst commuter | 


corridor.” Formation of the advisory commit- 
tee would permit the community to be ready 
to respond to City Hall whenever the oppor- 
tunity or necessity arose. The committee has 
ten members, representing the fullest possible 
coverage of the area, and is co-chaired by 
Holsey Handyside and Maria Tyler. 


2. The final Environmental Impact State- 
ment (EIS) issued August 1. (A reading copy 
is available at the West End Library.) A 
reading of the EIS has revealed that the 
Mayor and the District Government, con- 
fronted with a number of unhappy and vocal 
community groupings dissatisfied with re- 
design proposals advanced by the city for both 
the east and west ends of the Freeway, opted 
to focus exclusively on the re-design and 
rehabilitation of the center section. 

Community proposals for the resolution of 
critical problems at both ends were rejected as 
too expensive and the concerns addressed in 
them were dismissed, or at least indefinitely 
postponed. ; 

Consequently, three committee members 
consulted an attorney and a traffic engineer. 
They confirmed the focus of the City on the 
central stem of the Whitehurst, and pointed 
out that there was little that the advisory com- 
mittee could do in the context of the EIS. 


3. The advisory committee continues to 
correspond with District officials. In response 
to a request from District official Mr. Griffin 
for its ideas, the committee recommended that

the Department of Public 
Works and Transportation Di- 
vision collect data about traffic 
origins and flows to permit 
engineers and the community- 
at-large to address the White- 
hurst issues in an informed 
way. Mr. Handyside also called 
on the Department of Public 
Works to undertake the same 
level of detailed investigations 
on the East End that it had 
done for Georgetown and the 
West End. 


4. Mayor Barry decides to es- 
tablish an East End Committee 
on the Whitehurst Freeway. 
The Mayor’s intention to estab- 
lish an East End Committee on 
the Whitehurst Freeway was 
announced in a further letter 
from Mr. Griffin. It remains 
unclear what the Mayor’s new 
committee is charged with. Mr. 
Handyside speculated on what 
the committee is not: “It is not 


a body to challenge or re-open ` 


the Mayor’s Whitehurst deci- 
sion.” The District’s approach 
apparently is to be to get the 
community to identify problem 
areas while the Department of 
Public Works will attempt to 
find inexpensive solutions to 
the problems. 


Guest speaker was City Coun- 
cil Chairman David Clarke, 
who focused his comments on 
four areas.. These included 
completion of re-districting; 
District budgeting; cable tele- 
vision; and the city’s com- 
prehensive plan. He stressed 
that he has maintained an 
“open policy” regarding the 
comprehensive plan, and 
wants to continue to hear from 
the public on ways that it can 
be approved. 


Mr. Clarke stressed that con- 
cern over the Whitehurst Free- 
way should be addressed to the 
Executive Branch; the City 
Council will consider only 
budget appropriations for the 
project after the executive of- 
fice determines policy direc- 
tives. He believes that the City 
will require much more money 
than ‘is now available for the 
project, and that further con- 
struction will require a bond 
issue. As a capital project, the 
Whitehurst Freeway has already 
been approved. 


The Chairman indicated that 
he would make changes in the 
current D.C. Lottery if he 
could. However, because of the 
public initiative that establish- 
ed the lottery, both he and the 
City Council are reluctant to do 
sO.

The newest block to be ad- 
ded to neighborhood crime 
watch is the 1000 block of 25th 
Street. Those signs will be go- 
ing up very soon. We have two 
more blocks in the offing and 
as soon as the papers are filed 
those will be added. We thank 
all those who have already 
joined us and look forward to 
seeing more next month. Come 
on neighbors, don’t you want 
to see those orange and black 
signs at the ends of your block? 

I still wander through the 
neighborhood and see evidence 
that people in apartment houses 
are not watching their service 
and rear entrances.

Theft from parked cars is 
our highest crime again this 
month. It is surprising what 
people leave in their cars in 
plain view for the passerby. 
Suitcases, cameras, and clothes 
I would expect from the tourist 
who knows no better but not 
from our neighbors. Ladies’ 
purses too are seen and taken. 
Wallets, keys, watches, and 
rings in plain view on the dash 
board, stereos, are also taken. 
Friends, you must be more care- 
ful what you leave in your cars.

is opportunistic type of bur- 
glary. Mostly cash or jewelry 
are taken and they occur most- 
ly in hotels, in apartment 
houses where people leave 
doors open and leave the scene 
for some reason or other, or 
who leave patio doors open for 
air and forget to shut or lock 
them. Or — in several cases I 

. know of — windows were open 
all day through which the thief 
could climb, rob, go out in to 
the main hallway and have 
entrance to the entire build- 
ing. Don’t forget if you see 
someone who looks suspicious, 
report it. 

Remember, if you have chil- 
dren, our policemen carry Red- 
skin trading cards (a new one 
each week) which they will give 
out to children. All the child 
has to do is to ask for one if the 
policeman is not busy or mak- 
ing an arrest. October 26 is 
Child Safety Day. Each pre- 
cinct house will focus on chil- 
dren that day with free bal- 
loons, cokes, etc., and will 
photograph and fingerprint 
each child who wishes it. The 
activities will serve to alert par- 
ents how to teach children child 
safety.

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ANC Minutes 


Meeting, September 10, 1985 


1. Hotel/Apartment Build- 
ing, 2100 Block of L St. The at- 
torney and architect for the 
project reported that forty ren- 
tal units on the top two floors 
are planned. The ANC felt 
there is no guarantee that the 
apartments would remain in 
long-term domiciliary use, and 
expressed concern about other 
aspects as well. A motion to 
reiterate the ANC’s opposition 
passed. 

2. Liquor License for Somer- 
set Market. The ANC adopted a 
resolution of support for this 
application, subject to accept- 
ance by the market of certain 
restrictions, similar to those 
imposed on the West End 
Market. 

3. Burns Medical Clinic. The 
BZA vote on GWU?’s applica- 
tion to put an addition on the 
clinic was a tie; normally this 
would mean a denial, but there 
is some question about an ab- 
sent member being allowed to 
vote. It was reported that the 
President Condominium is ap- 
pealing a previous BZA deci- 
sion regarding a variance re- 
quest, and revenue bond fund- 
ing for the clinic has been de- 
nied by the Council’s Commit- 
tee on Finance and Revenue. 


Meeting, October 10, 1985 


1. Burns Medical Clinic. 
Resolutions were passed reiter- 
ating ANC opposition to the 
clinic design (the most recent 


revision is still too tall and too 
big); and to ask the BZA to re- 
consider the scope of the addi- 
tional hearing on October 16 to 
allow the ANC to bring up ad- 
ditional issues for reconsider- 
ation. 

2. CSX Systems, Inc. Coal 
Truck Plan. The ANC opposes 
the closing of the rail spur and 
the plan to truck coal to GSA’s 
Georgetown heating plant along 
K Street. 

3. The next meeting of the 
ANC will be held November 12 
at 7:30 p.m. in the cafeteria of 
the Columbia Hospital for Wo- 
men.

PEP- 
CO has stated that its Energy 
Use Management Program is 
designed to control growth in 
demand for electricity, and 
thereby deferring the need to 
build costly new electric power 
plants to serve customer needs. 


Also on Thursday, Novem- 
ber 7, at 6:30 p.m., the PSC 
will hold a community hearing 
in the District Building regard- 
ing the Application of C&P for 
authority to increase and re- 
structure its schedule of rates 
and charges (Formal Case No. 
827). 


On Saturday, November 9 at 
9:45 a.m. at the Congress 
Heights United Methodist 
Church on Alabama Avenue 
there will be a hearing to 
discuss the deregulation of the 
specialized customer premises 
equipment (CPE) of disabled 
persons (Formal Case No. 
822). This includes such equip- 
ment as amplified handsets for 
speech and hearing, tone ring- 
ers and headset amplifiers. 
There will also be a discussion 
of the increase and restructure 
of rates and charges (Formal 
Case No. 827). 


On Tuesday, November 12, 
there will be a hearing once 
again on Formal Case No. 827, 
regarding the rate structure for 
C&P. This hearing will be held 
at 10:00 a.m. in the Peoples 
Congregational Church on 
13th Street.

SUMMARY STATEMENT 


This measure would reject the provisions of the Ren-
